In the Government Orders read above , orders have been issued intro 
ducing the Fidelity Guarantee Insurance Scheme in all Departments in licu 
of the system of obtaining cash or other security from employees holding 
security posts. A question has now arisen as to how the risk can be 
covered when a substitute is appointed for short periods in a security post . 
Since Fidelity Guarantee Insurance cover is granted for the employee and 
not for the post, the Insurance policy taken in favour of the permanent 
employee will not cover the substitute appointed . 

2. In order to tide over the above difficulty , Government are now 
pleased to order that in cases where a substitute is appointed for short 
periods in a security post, an individual separate Fidelity Guarantee insurance 
policy will be taken in favour of the substitute appointed .

and machines to co-operative societies, production units and craftsmen 
engaged in Handicrafts " . 

2. The object of these Rules is to help the Co-operative Societies, 
Production Units and Craftsmen engaged in Handicrafts to get improved 
tools at subsidised rates, 

3. Co -operative Societies, Production Units and Craftsmen engaged in 
the development of the Handicrafts specified below are eligible for assistance 
under the scheme. 

1. Horn, wood , coconut shell and ivory carvings 
2. Mat weaving with Palmyrah leaf, screwpine and Koragrass

4. The concerned District Industries Officer will receive the appli 
cations (in duplicate ) in Form No. I appen led to these rules from Handi 
crafts Co-operative Societies, Production Units and Handicrafts craftsmen 
through the concerned field officers. 
5. The field officer will enquire:-- 

(i) Whether the applicant is engaged in the Handicrafts industry 
(ii ) Whether the applicant s unit is working satisfactorily 
( iii ) Whether the applicant is genuinely in need of the improved 

appliauces or machines for bettering the quality of the products 

manufactured 
( iv ). Whether the applicant can readily make use of the improved 

appliance or machine applied for without any technical or 

other assistance from Government 
(v) Whether the applicant has been regular in repayment of loans, 

if any, received by him and whether the grants if any , received 

by him have been properly utilised 
(vi) Any other details requiring special consideration . 

6. The extent of assistance of grant that will be available from Govern 
ment under these rules will be limited to 50 % of the actual cost of the tools 
and machines actually purchased and installed by individuals and Handi 
crafts Co-operatives the cost of such machinery not exceeding Rs. 1000 in 
cach cast. For the purpose of deciding the amount of assistance towards 
purchase of equipments, freight charges , erection charges and any other 
Charges deemed essential by the District Industries Officer will be taken into 
account. 

7. On the basis of the enquiries on the applications, the District 
Industries Officer will issue orders sanctioning the purchase of the improved 
appliances or machines. 

. 3. On receipt of orders sanctioning the purchase , the applicant.will 
arrange for the purchase and installation of the improved appliance and 
machinery sanctioned at competitive rates. Thc expenditure on such 
purchases will be initially met hy the applicant concerned in full . The 
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purchase shall be effected within 60 days after receipt of sanction from the 
District Industries Oflicer concerned and after the improved appliances or 
machines are put into use, the applicant shall apply for the cligible grant 
in form No. Il appended to these rules to the District Industries Officer 
through the field officer concerned. The application shall be accompanied 
by the true copy of the bills for purchase of the improved appliance and 
machinery duly attested by the District Industries Officer. 

9. On receiptof the application for grant the District Industries Officer 
should verify through the field officer concerned whether the purchase has 
been effected and whether the purchase was made at competitive rates and 
also whether the appliances have been actually put into use , The field 
officer will send up a certificate to this effect and recommend disbursement 
of grant, if admissible. 

10. On receipt of the verification report and certificate stated above 
the District Industries Officer may cause further verification if he considers 
necessary and sanction the assistance admissible under intimation to the 
applicant. 

11. On receipt of orders sanctioning the grant, the applicant will 
execute an agreement in form No. IIl appended to these Rules on stamp 
paper worth Rs. 3 agreeing to abide by the conditions specified therein and 
in these rules and forward the same to the District Industries Officer together 
with the necessary bill (in duplicate ) in Form T.R. 42 and a formalreceipt 
acknowledging the grant amount. T he District Industries Others concerned 
will then arrange disbursementof the sanctioneel grant to the applicant. 

12. The District Industries Officer will inaintain detailed accounts for 
the grant and furnish utilisation certificate to the Accountant General in time 

13. The District Industries Oficer of the area concerned shall have 
jowers to issue any directions that he considers nccessary , to the beneficiary , 
consistent with these rules for the proper utilisation of the grant and such 
orders and instructions shall be carried out by the beneficiary . 

14. Appliances and machines purchased under this scheme shall not 
be sold and transferred by the beneficiary without the previous consent, in 
writing, of elie District Industries Officer. 

15: The concerned accounts of the bencficiaries receiving assistance 
under this schone will be open to audit by .Iccountant General and Offices 
of the Industries Department. In case of dispute regarding the utilisation of 
the grant under these rules the decision of the Regional Joint Director of 
Industries and Commerce of the area concerned shall be final. 

16. In case the beneficiary violates any condition in these rules, the 
grant of 50 per cent paid by Government for the purchase of appliances and 
machines shall be recovered under the provisions of the Revente Recovery 
Act for the time being in force.

Undertaking, the State Transport Authority and the Regional Transport 
Authority concerned . 
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4 . Afinner of publishing oppoved or modified schemes. --- Any scheme for 
pissenger transport service as approved or modificd by the Government 
huder sub -section (2 ) of Section 69D of the Act shall be notified in the 
Gazeite in Form " C " 

5. Manner of filing objections. - Iny person affected by the scheme 
published under section 68 C or sub -section (1) of section 68 E may within 
thirty days from the date of publication of the scheme in the Gazette , file 
his objections thereto before the Secretary to Government, Public Works 
Department, Secretariat, Trivandrum , and shall simultancously send copies 
of such objections to the State Transport Undertaking, State Transport 
Authority and the Regional Transport Authority concerned furnishing the 
following particulars, namely :--- 

(a ) Name and address of the Objector ; 

(b ) Memorandum setting forth concisely the grounds of objection 
signed by the Objector or his authorised agent and accompanied by six 
additional copies ;

(ii) Extent of overlap on the route included in the schemewith the 

overlapping distance ; 
(iv) Number of single trips operated in a day; 
(v ) Timings operated ; 
(vi) Registration number of vehicles operated ; 
( vii) Type and scating capacity of the vehicles ; 
(viii ) Date of expiry of the permit ; 
(i ) Arrangements made for housing, maintenance and repairs of 

vchicles; 
( 3) Number of persons employed- (Driver, Conductor; Checker, 

Cleaner etc.) showing their qualifications agc and length of 

service; 
(xi) Details of Machinery and equipments and Reserve Buses owned 

by the Operator ; and 
( xii ) Any other particulars to indicate the efficiency of the services 

operated by the operator. 
6. No objection in respect of any scheme shall be considered , unless it is 
made in accordance with the above rule . 
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7. Consideration of Objections.--- (a ) The Chief Minister or any other 
Minister nominated by him , or any Officer noininated by the Governor in 
this behalf, shall be the authority to consider the objections filed and hear 
she objectors. 

(b ) The representatives of the State Transport Undertaking and the 
objectors or their authorised agents, if they 80 desire , shall be heard . The 
place date and time shall be communicated to the concerne ! persons at 
Icast fourteen days before the date of hearing . 
Explanation : - " Authorised agent” referred to in this rule shall incan a 

person who holds a valid authorisation from his principal. 
8. Cancellation of permits.- (a ) The State or Regional Transport 
Authority concerned shall, before making an oder either cancelling any 
existing permit under clause (b ) or modifying the terms of any existing 
permit under clause (c ) of sub-section (2 ) of section 68 F of the Act, for the 
purpose of giving effect to an approved scheme, issue notice in Form " D " 
informing the affected operators of the action p.oposed to be taken and 
giving them time of not less than Thirty days to make representations against 
the proposed action . 

(b ) Any person making the representation under Clause (a ) shall send 
his representation addressed to the Secretary of the Regional Transport 
Authority, or the State Transport Authority as the case may be and 
simultaneously send a copy to the State Transport Undertaking. 

(c) Every person making a representation under Clause ( ) shall furnish 
his correct address along with his representation . 

9. Manner of making Representation . -No representation in pursuance of a 
notice under rule 8 shall be considered by the State or Regional Transport 
Authority , unless it is made in writing before the appointed date and unless 
a copy thereof is furnished simultaneously to the State Transport Undertaking 
by the person making such representation . 

10. Disposal of Representation.- Where a representation under rule 8 is 
made, the State Transport Authority or the Regional Transport Authority, 
as the case may be, shall dispose of the repi esentat on at a public hear ng at 
which the State Transport Undertaking and the person making the represen 
tation shall be given an opportunity of being heard in person or by a duly 
authorised representative . 

11. Manner of Service of Orders .-- Eviry order, except an order made by 
the State Government either approving or modifying a scheme, shall be 
served : 

(a ) by tendering or delivering a copy thereof to the person on whom it 
is to be served or to his agent ; or 

(b ) by sending it by registered post Acknowiecgement Due, at the last 
known address of the person on whom it is to be served ; or 

(c ) by fixing it on a conspicuous part of the premiscs where he last 
resided or where he had his last place of business , when service itccording to 
clause (a ) or (b) is not practicable . 
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12. Holder of concelled permit to submit statements. - Where in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause (b ) or (C) of sub -section 2 of section 68F , any 
existing permit is cancelled or the terms thereof are modified , the holder 
of the permit shall submit a statement in Form " DD ” with the Original " B " 
Parts of the permits, to the State Transport Undertaking and 
send a copy thereof to the State Transport Authority or Regional Trans 
port Authority , as the case may be, within 7 days from the date on which 
the cancellution or modification of the permit becameeffective: 

Provided that it shall not be necessary to do so when a permit for an 
alternative route or area has been offered by the Transport Authority and 
3ccepted by the holder of the permit. 

13. Modification of approved scheme.-- (a) Any scheme by the State Govern .

(b ) The State Transport Undertaking or the other person concerned 
may within 30 days from the date of publication of the scheme in the 
gazette file objections thereto , before the Secretary to Government, Public 
Works Department, Government Secretariat, Trivandrum . The objection 
shall be in the form of a memorandum setting forth concisely the grounds of 
objection , and shall be signed by the objector or his authorised agent. Six 
additional copies of thememorandum shall also be sent. 

(c) The objection shall be heard by the same authority and in the 
same manner as is provided in rule 7 . 

(d ) Any scheme as modified by Government under sub -section ( 2) 
of section 68 E shall be notified in the Gazette in form " F " . 

14. Every application for a permit by the State Transport Undertaking 
under chapter IV - A of the Act shall be in one or the other of the following 
forms, nameiy :

( 3 ) A " Register of unclaimed articles" shall be maintained in each 
District/ Sub - District/Station in Form " G " appended to these rules, in which 
details of all unclaimed articles shall be entered simultaneously to the issue of 
the receipt to the conductor concerned . Particulars regarding disposal of the 
unclaimed articles shall also be entered in this register at the appropriate 
time. 

(4 ) In the case of a perishable article , if the owner does not claim 
the article within a reasonable time with satisfactory proof of ownership , 
the officer in charge of the District/ Sub-District Station or any Officer 
authorised by him in this behalf, not below the rank of a Transport inspector, 
shall dispose of the article in public auction as soon as may be necessary, 
taking into account the perishable nature of the article, after due notice in 
the office notice board . Proceeds of the auction sale shall be credited to the 
Undertaking in the first instance. If, the owner furnishes satisfactory proof 
of ownerstaip of the article, the sale proceeds shall be paid to him , after 
deducting the cost incidental to the sale which will be worked ont at the 
rate of three paise per day per article or per set of the samearticle, from the 
date of receipt of the article till the date of its disposal by auction , subject to 
a minimum of fifty paise. 

(5 ) In the case of an unperishable article, if the owner does not 
claim it within one month from the date on which it was handed over by 
the conductor , it shall be sold in public auction by the Officer in charge of 
the District/Sub -district/Station or any person authorised by him in this 
behalf, not below the rank of a Transport-Inspector, after due notice of 
auction of not less than 7 days in one of the dailies in the regional language 
circulating in the area and also in the notice board of the ofice. The pro 
ceeds of auction sale shall be credited to the Undertaking in the first instance . 
If the owner of the article produces satisfactory proof of ownership of the 
article, the sale proceeds shall be paid to him , after deductiug die cost 
incidental to the sale which will be worked out at the rate of three paise per 
day per article or per set of the same article , from the date of receipt of the 
article till the date of its disposal, subject to a minimum of One rupee. 

(6 ) In the case of any valuable article such as gold or silver received 
as lost property , it shall be kept in the safe custody of the Oficer in charge 
of the District/Sub -district/Station for a period of one month from the date 
on which it was handed over by the con auctor . If the article is not claimed 
by its owner on production of satisfactory proof of ownership within the said 
period of onemonth , it shall be sent to the Accounts Officer in charge of th 
Cash Section in the Head Office of the Undertaking , who shall take action 
for its disposal in accordance with the orders in vogue . 
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(7) Nothing in this rulc shall prohibit the Officer in charge of the 
District/Sub -district/Station from returning the article to the owner thereof, 
if it is claimed before the date and time of sale with proof of ownership to 
the satisfaction of the said Officer: 

Provided that such article shall be returned to the owner only after 
realising the cost incidental to the storage of the article determined in the 
mariner prescribed under sub -rules (4 ) and (5 ) of this rule. 

(8 ) The auction of unperishable articles may be conducted on 
convenient dates, once in every three months. 

(9 ) Payments to owners of articles sold may be made by the Officer in 
charge of the District/ Sub -District/Station by revenue refund bills. 

18. Repeal and Savings.-- The Kerala Motor Vehicles (State Transport 
Undertakings) Rules , 1960 , are hereby repealed , provided that such repeal 
shall not affect 

(a ) the previous operation of the said rules, or anything duly done 
or sufered thereunder, and 

(b) any scheme or modified scheme or approved scheme given 
effect to : 

Provided further, that any scheme or modified scheme or approved 
scheme pending on the date of commencement of these rules, shall be 
proceeded with , as far as may be, in accordance with these rules.

SYSTEM IS INTRODUCED AND FOR THE 
MAINTENANCE THEREOF IN COCHIN 

CORPORATION 


1. Bye-laws promulgated in persuance of Section 369 of the Kerala 
Municipal Corporation Act 1961 (Act 30 of 1961) . 

2. Drainage works for the existing buildings or premises.- In the areas 
wherein sewerage system is introduced , the water and the sullage in cach 
and every house shall be separately dealt with . 

3. Separate rain water drains - The Commissioner shall by notice require 
every house owner or occupier of a building or premises . 

(a ) To construct separate rain water drains and divert all rain water 
from roofs, court yards, open spaces etc. into them . 

(b ) To provide and maintain roof gutters and downtake pipes of 
iron , zinc, asbestos, cement or of such other suitable materials to effectively 
prevent rain water entering into the house connection of the sewerage system . 

4. Four water , house connections and house outlets for the collection 
conveyance of sullage and sewage from every house or premises. - Only one house 
connection will be given to the premises of each and every house , at the cost 
of the Drainage works. It shall consist of : 

(i) A connecting pipe from the public sewer to the trap. 
( ii ) A syphon trap with masonry block and cast iron cover fixed 

outside the premises. 
(iii ) A house outlet connection into the premises with a grating and 

silt pit building inside the building of premises, at the proper 

place of entry of sullage and foul water. 
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ADDITIONAL CONNECTIONS 


5. It shall be competent for the Commissioner to sanction more than 
one connection for each house if the owner or occupier so desires and is 
willing to pay the full cost of such connection or connections. 

6. Who ever desires to have such additional connection or connections 
shall apply to the C poration in writing with a plan showing the position of 
such connection or connections he may desire. 

7. Every application for additional connection shall be accompanied 
with an estimate fee of two rupees for each connection . 

8. The cost of additional connection shall include the cost of additional 
slant junction on the sewer, connection p pe , syphon trap , masonry block , 
cast iron , cover grating and other connection pip -s, specia s and fittings all. 
labour employed and also a centage charge of 16 % . 

9. The total estimate cost of the work together with 15 % centage 
charge shall be deposited with he Co.nmissioner in advance and the works 
shall be carried out by the authority in charge of the drainage system . 

10. If the actual cost of the work exceeds the amount deposited, the 
applicant sho ld agree to pay the excess cost within a week from the date 
of re eipt of the demand notice and if the actual cost were to be less, the 
b lance shall be refund.d to the applicant. If the excess amount is not paid 
within the time limit, sewage and sullage sha l not be admitted into the 
connections until the excess amount is remitted .

13. Sump outside on a trap inside - All outlets of sullage from closed rooms 
shal! i charge into an open ump built at the commencement of leading 
Craia o: pipe outside the rooms, and if connected to the drain or pipe direct, 
a trap of " pproved type shall be provided inside the room . 
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14.TWherever ſtraps are introduced for closed room connections, a 
ventilator pipe of not less than 50mm dia. either A. C. iion or galva ised 
iron, shall be fixed outside the room to extent to a height of 0.90m above 
the cave of the roof and shall be protected with wire cage. 

VENTILATOR 
15. Impervious floor.--- All sinks, washing places, bathing places, urinals 
etc. shall be paved , cemented and rendered impervious. 

16. A gratirg of suitable type shall be provided for each and every 
outlet at its commencement irrespective of the grating provided for by the 
drainage authority along with the house connection at ihe silt pit . 

17. No ashes, grit, silt and such other materials shall be allowed to 
enter into the connection or connections. 

18. The Commissioner , may by notice require the owner or occupier 
of any building or premises to carry out the internal drainage arrangements 
within three months from the date of the service of the notice . 

19. Who ever fails to comply with the notice shall be liable for pro 
secution and to fine of not exceeding Rs. 50 in the Ist instance and to a fine 
to the extent of Rs. 10 per day if the breach is continued thereafter, for each 
subsequent instances. 

INTRODUCTION OF FLUSHOUT LATRINES 
20. Domestic Latrines — condersion of dry earth latrines into flushing on . 
After the sewerage system is brought into operation and on notification by 
the Commissioner, all dry earth latrines in each and every premises and 
buildings, shall be converted into flushout latrines at the cost of the owner 
in a compulsory manner. 

21. Any of the following four types of water closets may by adopted 
agreeable to individual tastes, habits, and capacity of the owner of the 
premises. 

(i) Podestal closets with 10 to 15 litres flushing tanks suitable for 

European habits. 
(ii ) Indian or oriental squatting closets with 14.5 litres flushing 

tanks suitable for Indian habiti. 
(iii) Hand -flushed closets of special type manufactured either of 

cement concrete or of stoneware salt glazed or of white glazed 

earthenware suitable for Indian habits . 
(iv) Wash down closets , improvised and formed in masonry and 

rendered impervious with cement plaster. 
22. Every closet room shall have a minimum floor area of 1.30 mx 
9.75 m with a roof on non - inflamable materials, The wall shall be of 
masonry burnt brick in lime etc , or any approved material and construction . 
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23. The flooring and seats shall be made of cement concrete not less 
than 50mm . thick and shall be smooth plastered slopping towards the closet 
from all sides. 

24. The floor level of the squatting type closet roomswhen attached to 
themain building shall be atleast 150mm . lower than the floor of the main 
building and shall be not less than 150mm . above the ground level close by. 

25. There shall be at least one opening or windows of not less than 
0.60 x . 30m . for every closet room ( for the admission of light and air and 
for ventilation ) fixed not less than 1.30m . above the floor level. 

26. Detached latrines shall be situated and constructed as far as pos 
sible in proximity to the sewer. 

27. Procedure . - As soon as the sewerage system in any locality is 
brought into operation , the Commissioner shall by notice require the owner 
of the existing dry earth latrines to convert them into flushout Latrine 
within three months from the receipt of notice. 

28. Unless otherwise desired by the owner of occupier, hand flushed 
water closets while glazed inside shall be recommended being the most eco 
nomical. 

29. The notice shall specify the detail description ofwork required to 
be carried out , the nature of fittings recommended and the method of con 
nection either the streetsyphon trap or to the leading outlet pipe from the 
premises as the case may be . 

30. The owner or occupier on whom a notice is served shall within 
7 lays of the receipt of notice, intimate the Commissioner, of the modifica 
tions, alterations and additions if any he may desired and obtain final 
approval of the commissioner. 

30A . Who ever fail to comply with the notice of the Commissioner as 
per clause 27 shall be liable for prosecution and to a fine of not exceeding 
Rs. 10 in the ist instance and to a fine to the extent of Rs. 20 if the breach 
is continued thereafter for each subsequent instance. 

31. Who ever wishes to have costlier fittings and Alushout closets, may 
intimate the Commissioner in writing the nature of such closet or closets and 
fittings he proposes to install , the source of water supply and the 
method of water supply and sewerage connections and other details. He 
shall submit a plan showing the proposals and obtain the sanction for the 
Commissioner who shall singnify his Coilsent in consultation with 
the drainage authority . 

32. Agency.-- The works may Le got executed by a certified and approved 
firm of plumbers or, licenced contractors under the direction and super 
vision of the Drainage Authority , 


FORMATION OF NEW STREETS 
33. In the ancis wherein sewerage system is or proposed to be introdu 
ced , no new streets shall be formed or constructed in places or at level, in 
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such a manner that the sullage or sewage from the house in the proposed 
street cannot effectively be drained into the sewerage system . Wherever 
new streets are formed the following particulars must be furnished to the 
Corporation beforehand . The plans and particulars required to be furnished 
shall contain the informations and details noted below . 

(i) The description and position of the nearest sewer, its size and 

its invert levels. 
(ii ) The formation levels of the proposed streets and the basement 

levels of the housing sites. 
(iii) The position of wasluing places, bath rooms, kitchen and latrine 

in the house sites . 
( iv ) The position and levels ofwater course or drains into which the 

storm water froin the area of the premises is proposed to be 
drained . 


PRIVATE LANES 
34. All streets , lanes and throughfares, eventhough not vested in thic 
Corporation , but wherein public sewers have been laid and maintained . 
shall be available for public use . Such streets or lanes shall not be provided 
with any gates, doors or other constructions. 

35. Prohibition of crection or re- erection of buildings without sanctiou . 
Every person who intends to erect or re -erect a building shall comply with 
the following rules and requirements. 

36. He shall make proper provision for the drainage of the premises 
and the building and shall deal with the rain water and surface or subsoil 
water separately from the sullage and sewage provision of separate rain and 
foul water drains. 

37. Rain water drains etc.--He shall provide rain water drain and shall 
divert all rain and surface water from roofs . Courtyards, open spaces, etc. 
into them and away from the opening or inlet connection with sullage and 
sewage drain Icading into the public sewer. 

38. Heshall provide and maintain such curbs or other applicants as 
may be necessary to effectively prevent any rain or sub soil water ptering 
into the sewage system and to restrict all such rain , surface or a subsoil water 
to discharge into the rain water drains at a point and level and in such a 
manner asmay be directed or approved by the authority in charge of the 
Drainage system . 

39. He shall if required provide all roofs of houses and other buildings 
with such efficient gutters and down take pipes of iron , zinc, asbestos, cement 
or such other suitable materials to collect the rain water and discharge it 
into separate rain water drains. In no case he shall allow such rain water 
pipes or drains to discharge into any drain, pipe, trap or other works that 
communicate with the sewerage system .

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FINANCIAL HELP 
40. Advance for installation and recovery in instalments . For the purpose 
of speedy introduction of flushout latrines into each and every premises , the 
Corporation may under its discretion advance money to such of the owners 
who are unable to meet the cost of the installation of the cheapest form of 
flushout latrines and sewer connections, all at once. 

41. For this purpose , the Corporation may raise one loan on cheap 
rate of interest , such sum as may be approved by the Government. 

42. Any owner of premises (no occupier) who may require advances 
for the construction of flushout latrinesmay apply to the Commissioner with 
a deposit of 1/10 of the total cost of works and enter into an agreement at 
his cost with the Corporation for carrying out works and to recover the 
balance of cost in instalments as may be agreed to at 9 per cent interest. 
Loans will not be given for works that are estimated to cost more than 
Rs. 250 for each premises.

for the timebeing owing on the security of these presents and then pay 
the surplus (if any) of the said moneys which shall arise from such sale into

7. The owner shall give or procure to be given to the Corporation 
its servants, workmen , free access to the aforesaid premises at all times 
requisite for enabling them to execute the aforesaid work . 

8. The owner doth hereby further agree that he absolves the 
Corporation from responsibility and shall have no claim whatever 
against the Corporation for any and in respect of any damage thatmay 
be caused by reason of the works aforesaid being carried out by the 
Corporation . 

9. The owner doth hereby further agree to indemnify the Corporation 
against all sections claims and demands whatever they may be made 
against the Corporation in respect of any injury or other property by reason 
of the execution of the works aforesaid . 
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10 Any dispute or differences between the Corporation and the owner 
in any way arising out of or incidental to this agreement or the matters 
he ein provided for shall be determined by arbitration in manner provided 
by the Indian Arbitration Act or any subsisting statutory modification 
thereof.

45. Concessions.-- The Comraissioner may in very poor quarters, at his 
discretion exempt an individual owner of premises from compulsory cor 
struction of flushout closets, provided there are public flushout latrines in 
that locality and presents Dry Earth latrines in the premises ase also done 


away with . 


SANITARY FITTINGS TO LAROC BUILDINGS & INSTITUTIONS 
46. Whoever intends to equip modern sanitary fittings, bathrooms 
urinals , slop sinks, lavatory basins etc. shall obtain previous permission of 
the commissioner. 

47. He shall submit a plan in duplicato: showing the position of the 
different fittings, the sanctions of the proposed sewers inside the premises 
with invert and ground levels , the size gradient etc. adopted for uch sewers. 
The fittings shall be approved pattern and the method of construction 
of fittings and sewers shall be in accordance with the following guiding 
principles. 
48. Guiding principles : 

(a ) Sewers, the size of the sewer ( if there be large number of conne 
ctions) shall be 150 mm. Stoneware pipes laid with such grade as to have a 
velocity of not less than 0.75m . and not more than 0.9iim , when minning 
half full. 

(b ) The sewer shall be connected to a manhole of the Public Scwer 
with drop arrangements wherever necessary . 

(c ) There shall be an intercepting trap of the same size as sewer as the 
lowest end of the sewer to prevent air from the municipal sewer pass in 
the premises. 

G. 719 . 
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(d ) l here shall be inspection chambers of suitable sizes at all bends, 
junctions and at the main intercepting trap. 

( e) All connections froin the Sanitary fittings to the sewer shall be of 
stoneware pipes 100 mn. diameter . 

(1). Gully traps with gratings shall be provided outside the building 
for the discharge of foul water from baths, kitchens, slop sinks, lavatory 
basins and urino Is etc. 

(g) The foul water from the first flour or above shall discharge into 
Fully frape above the gratings through a cast iron or A. G. waste pipe of not 
less than 50 mm . fixed outside the main well of buildings. 

(5 ) All water closets from the first floor or above shall discharge into 
100 mn . cast iron or soil pipes fitted to the walt on oatside the buildings . 

(i) The connection between closet and soil pipes shall with 100 mm 
lead pipe , brass thimbles and sockets, in the approved manner . 

0 ) The soil pipes shall be connected to the sewer direct within the 
premises 

(k ) All soil and waste pipes shall be carried up for ventilation to a 
height of at least Im above the cave of the roof and shall be protected with 
a cage at its top . 

(1) All closets from the ground flour shall be discharged into a syphen 
trap (100mm .) ormay be connected to the soil pipe wherever feasible. 

(10 ) When more than one closet has to discharge into a single soil 
pipe , anti-syphonage arrangements shall be provided ventilating each and 
every closet, and shall be connected to a common ventilating stack carried 
to at least Im . above the cave of the roof similar to soil or waste pipe pro 
tected with a cage. 

(n ) The anti-syphon age pipes shall be of not less than 50mm , diameter 
Ciast iron or A. C. and shall be conected to the closets with lead pipes bras 
sockcts or thimbles with solder joints . 

(0 ) It is desirable to adopt water closets , with good capacity overhand 
Hush tanks witir sufficient water spread . 

(P ) A !!! avatory basis, baths, sinks, etc. shall be provided with 
25min . lead or nickel plated trari 

(q ) Urinals sball have no trap but shall discharge direct into the waste 
pipe or gully 

(1) It is desirable to have special type of Indian water closets pan and 
prap macie of one piece for hand fiushed water closets 


(s) Flushing costern or tanks shall be of 12 litres capacity for Indian 
type closets and mybe of 10 to 15 litres capacity for European type closet3 . 

(t) The water supply for flushing the closets, urinal and for wash hand 
basius, baths etc , shall be taken from a separate over-hcaci tank , fed fro : 
well by pumping or from the Town Water Supply 

(u) The jointing materials for stoneware pipes shall be of hemp and 
neat cement; fir cast iron pipes, hemp and pig lead and brass pipes, it shall 
be of wiped solder joints, for A. C.pipes, it shall be of the approved type of 
jointing materials for these pipes. 

49. The Commissioner in consultation with the Drianage Authority within 
two months from the date ofreceipt of plans and propasals, shall signify his 
approval or return the proposals with any suggestions, alterations, modifica 
tions or improvements which inay be considered desirable. 

50. The applicant shall adopt themodified proposals and resubunit the 
plans in duplicate, one copy shall be retained by the Commissioner and ihe 
other copy shall be returned to the party with Commissioner s approval. 

51. All works relating to sanitary fittings shall be carried out by certified 
and licenced plumbers or firms. 

52. Before the installation is brought into use , it shall be tested and 
passed by the drainage authority . All sewers shall be tested with 2m . of 
water pressure and all soil and waste pipes ventilation pipes when above 
round, shall be subjected to air or smoke test. 

53. Trade wastes. — No trade waste, liquor or liquid shall be discharged 
into the sewer, but is may , if the Drainage Authority considers desirable, be 
admitted into the sewer after pretreatment being decided in every case 
according to necessities and requirements. 

54. The specification for materials, pipes, specials , fittings and constru 
ction shall be in accordance with the specification of the drainage authority , 
the materials shall be approved before they are used on works . 

55. The owner of any premises shall at all times maintain in proper 
state of repairs, all pipes drains , traps and other works appliances and ap 
paratus connected with the Drainage of the premises and shall give every 
facility to inspect the sameby any duly authorised officer ofthe Corporati.n . 

56. He shall have the rubbish , gris etc., in the silt pits and grating 
reraoved every day and keep the connection clear of all obstructions 

57. He shall not otherwise interſers, alter or remove any of the conne 
ctions and fittings or any appurtenances connrcted with the sewerage works 

58. Any persons offending against any of these bye -laws be punishable 
with a fine not exceding fifty rupees. 

59. If any work be begun or done in co: travention of the foregoing bye 
laws, the Commissioner may be a notice in writing , require the person by 
or for when such work was so begun or done to show cause why such worst 
shall not be removed altered or pulled down. 
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60. If the persons when a notice is served under byelaw 52 fails to satisfy 
the Commissioner or show sufficient causes for its retention , it may be pulled 
down . 

61. Delegation of powers .-- The Commissioner may at his discretion dele 
gate all or any of the powers in the above rules relating to the construction 
and maintenance of the drainage works and internal drainage arrangements 
to the authority in charge of the drainage system . 

62. As long as the drainage scheme owned by Government and worked 
by their officers, the Commissioner shall take action in accordance with the 
advice of the Executive Engineer in charge of such works in all matters as 
per the above rules.
